Tbe interest now felt in Eastern questions may 
owe its new life to the enterprlae of mlers like the 
Kliedtre and the C'sar. With a new Paris rising on 
tbe Bite of tbe capital of Pharaoh and a kingdom 
bidding fair to rlral that of Sesostrls taking shape 
nnder tbe genlns of bis sacoessor, with Japan ao- 
ceptiiig clvUlsatlon by an Imperial edkx and Rua- 
alan armies marching swlitly on Khiva and Central 
Asia, It is natural enough that Aala should assome 
tbe Importance it now holds in tbe eyes of the 
world. 
It was this teellng* that led your cor­ 
respondent to seek speech with U. do Lesseps, the 
famoofl French engineer, whose saceess in bnildlng 
the Suez Canal gave him world-wide fame, and who 
BOW proposes another enterprlae, less novel, bat 
none the less glgantlc-the union of Europe and 
'▲sla by means of a railway, tobe oallpd toe Great 
Central Aslatio. M. de Lesseps was pleased to 
meet a representative of the Hkbald, a journal 
which bad always been kind to him. As your oor- 
*respondent entered he was just glrlag an order to 
his secreury to complete the purchase of a list of 
books—slxty-one in number—on Asiatic subjects. 
Thtt done, be addressed hlmsslf to conversation. 
A M niC A N INTBR*8T IM nA STlRN Q U M TI0H 9. 
Your correspondeut explained to M. de Lesseps 
tbe great interest uken In Eastern qnesttons, and 
more particularly the Industrial and agrtcultnral 
developmenu of the East, by the people of the 
United States. Much of this, he might say, was 
due to the policy of the editor of the Uxbalo, who, 
ior three or four years, 
had been steadily 
directing hu enterprises 
towards the East, 
and who, at bU own expense, had organised ex­ 
pensive expeditions into AfMoa and Asia in the In­ 
terest of science and olvlllzation. 
NatoraUy, 
therefore, nothing would be more Interesting to 
the American people than some Ideas about the 
pix'posea railway through Central Asia, wnicb was 
now In progress of matnrlty. 


T B I RDSSIXN BAILWAT TO INDIA. 
M. de Lesseps said that he bad observed with 
wonder and admiration the energy and genlns of 
the Hbbalp, and was pleased to note IM interest 
In Eastern qnestlons. As to the railway scheme, 
we had no doubt seen the correspondence pub­ 
lished In tbe Jmtmai des Debata between himself 
and Prince Orloff, the Russian Ambassador. That 
correspondence showed the goodwill of Russia 
toward his enterprise. *i may say, more par­ 
ticularly,” conttuned M. de Lesseps, “that I gave 
mr note to Prince Orloff, as be was leaving for 
Ems. At Ems he saw his sovereign, the Czar. 
The reply came In four days, showiug the interest 
felt in the enterprise by the Czar himself. This 
reply, as yon will note, granted all I requested, 
and gave me anthorlty for an exploring party na­ 
ffer M. Cotard, who was with me at Soez. This 
party will survey tbe country from Orenberg to 
Bamareand.” 


TUB FIB8T tX PB BIBB NT. 
Yonr correspondent asked if there was any 
■pedal reason for this being surveyed. 
“Only this,” said M. de Lesseps, “that I desire to 
build the first section within Rnsstan territory. 
There will be no political complications to em­ 
barrass me in my work. And this will also be the 
case with the section trom Hamarcand to Pesh­ 
awar. Onr parpóse Is, as soon as we have snr- 
veyed these sections, to pnsn onr exploration 
parties as far as Afghanistan and British India, 
provided we And the route safe. 
If there should 
be troubles from tbe people, or any other canse, 
then we shonld return to Samarcand and start for 
tbe BrltlHb posscsaions on a new route. These ex­ 
plorations will not be paid by the Rnsstan govem- 
Bient, bnt from our own means.” 
Tonr correspondent said It would probably be 
a most expensive proceeding, bnt M. de Lesseps 
answered that U need not cost Acre than 1800,000.

Retnmlng to the remark of M. de Lesseps In 
reference to British antipathies to this new route 
yonr correspondent Mfiff that there appeared to 
be an apprehension In the minds of some EnglUb 
critics that tbe effect 08 the new raUway would bo 
to aid tbe Rnssians M tbelr advance on India. 
“Yes,” said M. de LeBaep^ with animation, 
“there le snch a feeUng. Bnt these popular Un- 
preeatons or appreNafiaioas aregeneraUy decep- 
Uve. They arise In Ignoranoe and are stlmnlated 
by envy-eo often the chUd of Ignorance. Yon 
wUI remember how vehemently England, and 
especially as shrewd aman as Palmerston, opposed 
the Hnez Canal project. That was intended |to 
ruin British commerce and menace English domi­ 
nions in India, and yet yon see that there has 
been a contrary result, and Englishmen admit that 
the canal strengthens their Indian domination. 
But as to your direct qnestlon, let me say I cannot 
beUeve that Rnssia has ever dreamed of in­ 
vading British India either in the near or dis­ 
tant fntnre. 1 cannot see what Rnssia wants with 
India. It wonld be an «ppalUng burden to be held 
by the sword, as it Is now held by Engiand, and 
that they would be compelled to 4o, as they could 
never hope or wish to make it an Integral part of 
thelremplre. Russia has» mission in Asia. 
Its 
arms have pacifled and oonqnered the wUd, lawless 
tribes who for centnrieghave spread over Central 
Asia. They have carried enUghtenment Into the 
homes of barbarism. 
Again, also, any enterprise 
on the part of Russia against India would Involve 
war with England. 
Yon can see at ^ b a t a disad­ 
vantage this war would be made. Look at the 
bases of commnnloation and supplies. 
England 
would have tbe sea for Its oommnnicatlons, and its 
Incalcnlable wealth of resources. 
Russia would 
have the steppes and some of the highest monn- 
Uin ranges in the world, and Ilinlted resources at 
home. 
In a word. England wofild have the sea, 
Rnssia tbe desert. 
PALMBBSTON ON TBB SUM CANAL. 
Yonr correspondent ventured U ask what would 
be the value of this argument were England to lose 
tbe command of the sea. 
M. de Lesseps repUed, 
“1 see no chance of that. 
I do not think that 
Englishmen themselves know bow vast and over­ 
powering is their maritime strength. I remember 
when 1 was planning tbe Hnez Canal, and when the 
British government was vehemently opposing tbe 
scheme, I had an Interview with Lord Palmerston. 
“Bat you will hurt oor oommeroe,’ said hta lord­ 
ship, who always became angry and irriuble at 
an^ Idea cf the canal. His idea was that when the 
Mtbmns was cot Marseilles was mnch nearer to 
Bombay and Canton than Uverpool, and Liverpool 
would 
be 
mined. 
I then asked him ü ne 
knew 
what 
proportion 
the 
maritime 
com­ 
merce of Great 
Britain 
bore to 
that 
of 
other European nations. Ho replied he had no 
idea, and I showed him that it was more than all 
tbe rest combined. However, I conld not convince 
him that the success of the canal would not be tbe 
overthrow of LiverpooL Bnt time has vindicated 
tbe judgment of tbe men who made the canal.” 
XNOLISB AND B088IAN RIYALRIRS. 
Retnmlng to the conversation on British and 
Rnsslan rivalries in Asia, M. de Lesseps sa ld :- 
“Wbat conld Rnssia gain by driving England out of 
Asia T What could she achieve as tbe rolor of 
300,000^000 
of 
men, 
more 
than 
has 
been 
achieved by England, and In what way could 
she be benefited more than now T The value to 
mankind of the BrltUh oconpation of India is the 
protection and enconragement of commerce, law, 
order, seentity.

Tbe 
other 
day 
I 
said to Lora 
Lyons, ‘Do try and indncs yonr people to aban­ 
don the absurd Palmerston policy—which was only 
a remembrance of the elder Napoleon legend that 
England conld only be destroyed tnrough India. 
That remembrance made Lord Palmerston tbe 
bitter enemy of the Hnez Canal, and threw in­ 
credible obsucles in tbe way of an enterprise 
which has been of enormous advantage to tbe 
commerce of England and its hold upon India.’ 
Lord Lyoni Ustened to what I said, was deeply 
interested, and ask( 1 me to write It down for his 
own government. Now as to tbe Russian leeling. 
Tbe other day a Russian, Prince Hcbahovskoy 
Htrescbner, Goveraor of Esthnria, came to see me. 
He had an income of $loo,ooo a year, and conld 
not spend It. 
H money conld serve me, It was 
ready. I said I bad no need of money now. Ther^ 
were no exnenaea bnt those for snryeys, and at bir 
request I promlsod him admission into the original 
promoters and directors of the company. Bnt this 
shows yon bow England and Russia feel—the en- 
thnslasm of one people, the apathy and dlstmst of 
the other.” 
HOW THB RAILWAY WOULD DB8TB0T BIVALBT. 
Your correspondent tnen called the attention of 
M. de Lesseps to his published letter to General 
Ignatleff, in which he said that the proposed raU­ 
way throngh Asia would tend to dissolve all jeal- 
onsies between England and Rnssia in Asia, and 
said that the averment was opposed to all popular 
impressions as to Asiatic politics and seemed 
almost impossible. 
“Not at all, not at ail,” said M. de Lessepe, 
earnestly. "I am aa profoundly convinced that the 
deffelopment of raUways in Asia would annihilate 
the causes of jealonsy between England and Rus­ 
sia as I was that tne success of the Sues Canal 
#ould do no harm to the commerce of England. 
In the one cffse evcnu have fkr transcended m j 
most sanguine antlclpaUons. and I do not hesitate 
to araw the Inference in the other. There Is now 
very considerable commerce between Rnssia and 
India. Russia and the provinces that are called 
Khanates need many articles from India. Jewelry, 
embroidered goods, tea, coffee, spices and colors 
are now carried on camels’ backs over tbe highest 
monntaln passes in tbe world. This trade has ex­ 
isted from time immemorial. There are ten dls- 
ttnot common routes between India and the prov­ 
inces to the northwest of her frontier. Now, yon 
can #eU understand that when commerce forces 
Its way over obstacles 
that 
may be called 
almost Impregnable tbe demand for commerce 
most be extraordinary. Take tea as one com­ 
modity. Tbe Ruaelans are passionately fond of 
tea, and diink It from the Caspian to tbe Battle. 
We know that If there were a greater demand and 
a more accessible market India would largely add 
to her Ma product. As It Is the India tea trade in­ 
creases from year to year; and tnink what a stlmo- 
Ina It would receive with railway commnnlcations to 
Rnssia and Europe. So that aeoepting as an nnde- 
nlable Inference the fact that tne trade of India 
with Russia and the Russian provinces of central 
Asia would be largely Increased by the proposed 
raUway, there is at once a reason why the 
jealousy between England and Kiiula should pass 
away. In Asia Russia and England are natural 
allies, but tbelr statesmen will not so regard It. 


HOW T B I BOAD WOULD APKBCT 
ENULI8U MONOPO­ 
LIES IN INDIA. 
Tonr correspondent asked M. de Lesseps vrhat 


would bo the effect of tbis rallwny npon the already 
large export trade of England to India, and mti- 
matod that Rnselan mannfhctnrers might send to 
IndU the caUooes and cheap cloths which Man­ 
chester now monopoUies. 
M. de Leisepe an­ 
swered—•'That is another argument like what was 
used in England against the Suez CanaL People 
said, ‘Pierce tbe Isthmus and there Is an end of 
England’s commercial eupremaoy. 
Her Immense 
irade with tbe Bast wUl be absorbed by Germany, 
France and Italy. They wlU be nearer, and of 
oonme wUl possess her markets.’ And yet that 
canal has been of the most advantage to Groat 
Britain.

Your eoTrespondent asked If It was not possible 
that tbe Rnssians wonld Impose a transit duty or 
a tonnage tax upon English traffic. M. de Lesseps 
said that of coarse tbis conld not be, as tbe com­ 
pany before Its formation wonld obtain gnaran- 
tees from the Russian government on that snbject. 


MO MOBB TBOUBLB ON TH l.BTBFPBS THAN ON THB 
PBAIBIX8. 
In response to a question as to the material dlf. 
flcnlUes in monn tains and wintry weather, and so 
on, in tbe way of a snceessfal building of the road, 
M.de Lesseps said he saw no reason why there 
should be sny Insurmountable difficulties. There 
should be no more trouble crossing the Russian 
steppes than In crossmg tbe American prairies. As 
to snow, there were raUways In Rnssia—tbe cold­ 
est ports-that ran In all seasons. There was no 
reason why they shonld not do so in Asia. 
INDIA BOUND TO BUBOPB. 
AUnslon was then made to the circumstance 
that tbe country to be traversed by this line was 
one of the most thinly populated In the world, and 
tbe qnestlon was asked how conld a country with­ 
out people support a raUway. M. de Lesseps said 
“I am not calcolating that 
the line as far 
as bamarcand 
will pay. 
My 
real 
object 
is 
to 
reach 
India. 
When 
the 
raUway 
system was new the qnestlon in aU minds was, 
whenever a new scheme was proposed. What 
kind of country will you traverse 7 Is It popnlons 
or not T 
What are its resources 7 But now we 
always ask. What have yon at the end of your 
line 7 If this question is well answered, no one 
feels any doubt as to the success of the railway. 
Bo When this road reaches Peshawnr, we have two 
hundred mUlons of bnman beings, a rich and fer* 
tUe country half the size of Europe—we have. In 
fact, India at one end of the Une and Europe at the 
other. Mis a road from one dense population to 
another, and upon the through traillo will It depend 
for its dividends. Without any local traffic what­ 
ever it would be a success.” 


THB PATH OP ALEXANDEB THB GEBAT. 
M. de Lesseps then proceeded to speak of some 
of the difficulties encountering a railway In an en­ 
gineering sense. “As soon,” he said, “as we cross 
the Rnsslan irontler we enter a mountainous coun­ 
try, and we continue throngh mountains until wo 
roach Peshawar. Home of the mountains reach an 
altitude of 18,000 feet. Our main troubles will be 
In Aflghanlstan. Here we should have to pass the 
Koosh monntaln, a chain of tbe Himalayas. Bnt 
men have gone under tbe Alps ana over the Rocky 
Monntalns, and we shall And a way either under or 
over the Koosh. In studying ^this qnestlon 1 have 
been mnch struck with the' clreumstance that 
more than two thousand years ago Alexander tbe 
Great penetrated India by this very route. Quln- 
tins Curtios tells os that Alexander passed by 
Samarcand. which he caUed Maracaná. 
In Bok­ 
hara to this very day the memory of Alexander Is 
a popular legend, and nurses sing his feats to 
restless children. 
Tbe bards sing of bim as 
‘Iskander the Great.’ How the great warrior 
ever entered India Is not exactly known. There 
have been many dlscnsslons on the subject. Did 
he make use of the Cabool pass and go by way of 
Peshawur? Did he go by way of Kashmir, and so 
foUow the Valley of the Indos nntU he came to the 
Punjanbr Now, as we are told that he sent on hts 
two Generals, Ptolemssas and Hephastion, to pre­ 
pare bridges of boats to cross the Indus, It would 
look as U be crossed tbe Cabal Pass. It is certain 
that be sailed down the Indus with a fleet of 3,ooo 
vessels, and founa tbe IndUn Ocean somewhere 
near tne present town of Kurrachee. Another 
striking fact is that Alexander is the flrst Enropean 
conqueror who ever entered India by land. All 
siDce-4>atcb, French, Englibh and Portognese- 
invaded by land.”

M. de Lesseps continued by saying:—“A greater 
difficulty than this is the political one. Everything 
will depend npon the atutnde of England. If the 
rulers of that country will insist that the line la 
aimed against the Integrity of the Indian Empire 
then there will be difficulties in Afgbanistao. As 
to the proposed road by 
the valley of the 
Enphrates, now discnssed under EngUsh auspices. 
It is absurd to think that It will rival the one I am 
defending. No one wonld more gladly welcome Its 
completion. I am In Ikvor of that road. If for no 
other reason, because of the benefit it will confer 
npon the Suez canal. Every agency that encour- 
ages movement and clrcnlátlon between tbe two 
continents will help the canal. All bnlky goods 
would go by sea, not by land. The passenger 
teriff might be limited, but the passenger tariff 
does not really pay. Freight would Increase In a 
far greater ratio than any decrease of the passen. 
gcr traffic. 
StIU the nullders of the Euphrates 
Valley road will have their own troubles. Ihey 
are not to be envied. They will have to do with 
tbe Turks; and of all tronblesume races the Turks 
are the worst. 
You cannot give them wages 
enough to Induce them to work. In the Sultan’s 
Emplie there Is only anarchy. I was in Constanti- 
Bople recenUy. During my stay of three months 
there were no loss than three changes In the Minis­ 
try, and none of the changes seemed to be lor the 
belter. I cannot but believe that Turkey Is not only 
sick, bnt dying, and tbat tbe cnlmlbatlon, the 
downfhU and obliteration of the Empire of Moham­ 
med, wlU come sooner than we anticipate in tbis 
part of Europe. Btlil, I am anxloiu for the com­ 
pletion of tbe Enphrates Valley Railway. It wUI do 
my enterprises good.’* 
TBB PBRSIAN GRANT TO BABON BBUTXR. 
The conversation then passed in response to a 
qnestlon addressed by your correspondent In refer­ 
ence to the great concession made to Baron Renter 
by the Shah of Persia. M. de Lesseps said there 
could be no objection to tbe concession. He did 
not, however, believe much In the future of Persia 
under the Bhah or any Mohammedan rnler. The 
natnral wealth of Persia had. been ezaggerated, 
and It was a question whether there was so much 
value in this concession. 
OBBMANY AND THB BAST. 
AlInsioD was made to the commercial treaty be­ 
tween Persia and f/ermany, and in response to a 
qnestlon as to whether this Intimated an intention 
on tne part of Germany to take any part in Eastern 
politics

think Germany has any oravlng for 
empire 
or inflnence in the 
East. 
She may try to 
play off Rnssia against England in tbe East to solt 
her views In Europe; but no more.

There were really no diffi. 
onlties 01 a material character In bnildlng tbe Suez 
Canal. Onr greatest troubles were In Asia, and 
were always of a political character.” 
TBB SUBZ CANAL AS A PINANCIAL 8C 0C I88. 
Yonr correspondent, being asked abont tbe sno- 
cesB of tbe Suez Canal aa a financial matter, M. 
De Lesseps s a i d “ 1 know you Americans like facts 
and flgnres, and here they are:—We send, every 
year, through the Buez, Canal, goods to the value 
ot $300,000,000 and receive about one-balf tbat 
amonnt. Tne gross tradala, therefore, $aoo,ooo,ooo. 
We rooelve aboht five a..Ollons, or atwnt two per 
cent on tbe whole valoe-not a large profit—much 
less even than tbe insurance around the Cape nscd 
to be in old times. Insurance through the canal 
U less than it nsed to bo around the Cape, for we 
have never bad an accident. As tu tbe receipts, 
let me take the month of January since 1870. In 
that year, It reached $60,000; tbe next year. 
$100,000. In 1873 It reached $300, ooo, while last 
Jaifhary it was $400,000.

An Interview with the Governor, 
at His Summer Home. 


Dklawabi Watkb Gap, July 21,1873. 
What constitutes a monnUln and what consti­ 
tutes a hill is sometimes, no doubt, as difficult to 
determine as the difference between a great man 
and a small. The one often merges into the other, 
and we lose the vtnlshing point and become inca­ 
pable of explanation. The wooded protuberances 
In /ront of the principal hotel at the Delaware 
Water Gap belong to this order. It Is the fashion 
of the guests there (though why people who pay 
their way, and pay it well, too, at a public oara- 
vansery should be denomluated "guesU” Is a prob­ 
lem whose solution Is sunk deep iu the breasts of 
hotel proprietors)—It la the fashion of 
the 
guests at 
this 
lun to while odd moments 
away 
In 
speculating 
as 
to 
the 
height 
of these 
majestic 
prominences. 
The most 
practical way of measuring It Is to walk up one of 
them alter J3reakfast; bnt.aa this Is apt to awaken 
the prejudices and to Interfere with a punctual 
return to dinner, perhaps it cannot with confi­ 
dence be recommended. There Is a general dispo­ 
sition, however, to discredit the statement of the 
guide book and the asseveration of its compiler that 
one of the mountains—Mount Tammany (which 
every New Yorker firmly beUevea to have been 
named alter a once celebrated “ ring'»)-is l.eoo 
feet high and the other l,600. These statements, I 
am sorry to say, are aitributed to the peculiar de­ 
pravity with which the hearts of landlords among 
the mountains are supposed to brim and which 
leads them to manulacture capital for themselves ' 
ont of the crednlity of their victims—I mean their 
“ guests.” 
A not unpleasant place is the Water Gap to re­ 
main in for a week or two, If jon like a quiet 
sojourn with nature and are not in quest of excite­ 
ment. Tliere are three principal hotels and about 
a dozen smaller ones and private families who take 
boarders—I should say who receive inmates for the 
hummer; for your reanced gentlewoman of rustic 
life has quite as much pride and senslUvenesa on 
Che snbject of taking boarders as her more genteel 
and languishing city sister has. The board at the 
pnnclpal hotels is twent.v-one dollars per week; at 
the private houses it varies all the way between 
eight dollars and fliteen. None of the boteU are ab­ 
solutely first class, though the two I have mentioned 
have many pleasant qualities and are charrnmgly 
situated. Erom the summit of one a magnificent 
view is obtained of the fair expanses áacred to the 
memory of Netawatawees and Teedynscaug, and 
watered by streams once known as the Mlnlsink 
and the Macearlakiitsng. The locaUty Is steeped 
in Indian traditions. Yon fsncv the complexion of 
the primeval savage in the sbifUng shadows cast 
by Clouds upon the monntalns' foreheads, and you 
bear the splash of the canoe and the wJiIrr of the 
arrow when you take an evening walk In the dl- 
reotlon of th e ^ v e rs ’ Leap or the Hunter’s Spring.

It IS my private Impression that Immediately 
after dinner Is swallowed every gncst at the 
Water Gap Immediately betakes himself to bed, 
there to replenish his exhausted powers until na­ 
ture ana the gong summon him to tea, four hours 
after.

stitutions. The ground of their apprehensions was 
the potent influence ef the executive patronage In 
controlling party nominations, and tbe temptatton 
to which every President Is exposed to shape

These fears had acquired considerable strength 
and were expressed*wlth great emphasis before 
tbe revenue of tbe goverument exceeded thirty 
mUUons.

It Is In the power of the 
repnbUcan statesmen to bring this question of 
Cffisarlam to a speedy teat, and we hope they will 
manfully do their duty. Let Senator Morton, who 
broke ground in this direction last winter, or 
some other repubUcan of similar standing, propose 
an amendment at the beginning of tbe next ses­ 
sion and resolutely press It to a vote. If Grant U 
not looking wiatfolly to a third term there will be 
no snbstantlal opposition. But If the subject Is 
postponed, evaded and finally smothered by par­ 
liamentary tactics or the pretence of other busi­ 
ness, tne ambitions designs of the administration 
will be disclosed and the country be forewarned 
and forearmed.

.Since the year 1883 Protestants and Catholics have 
had separate places of worship. 
The Protestants 
have had a commodious chapel in the second story 
or s substantial brick bnUdIng, the first story being 
at present used at night as a dormitory for healthy 
boys. The place of worship in question has always 
iieen snfficlently commodlns, and to properly and 
neatly fitted up for religions uses. 
THB CATHOLIC CHAFBL 
was also large enough, but was inconveniently 
located on the flith story of a frame bnllding 
known as the nursery. 
Twovesraago, In conse­ 
quence of the great crowds that flocked to the 
Catholic chapeL tbe floors gave way and the root 
sagged out, and the building was declared by com- 


solved to erect a new chapel, being kt that time 
nftsh of funds, holding upwards oT three hundred 
thousand dollars cash In hand.-snd poasessing real 
estate valned at $'2,000,000. 
The new cnspel was 
accordingly erected at a cost of $30,000, and 
Warden Welles was instructed to transler tbe 
effects or the old Catholic chapel to the new. The 
transfer was made and the Catholics placed in 
possession last winter. 
THB ACTION OF THB NIW BOARD. 
When the new Commissioners came into offloe 
they were disposed to abolish the Protestant chapet 
ami to have but one church for the use of all de- 
nomluatlons. whether Jew or Gentile. Christian or 
Infldél.

It to mstntalned that there to no need to sboltota 
the Protestant chapel, and, that as Protestant* 
lorm a large portion of the emigrants who land 
here, they ought to be allowed to remsla in pos­ 
session of their own chapel. The CstboUcs are 
equally eager to maintain posseulon of tbelr 
place of worship. I therefore think It unnecessary 
to deprive either one or the other of their cbapeL 
Thanking Mr. Lynch lor htoeoortesy the reporter 
withdrew.THB RBPORT OF HR. ST1PRBN80N. 
It Is generally understood that the report of Mr. 
Stephenson to In favor of having but one place of 
worship for both Protestanu and catholics, it le 
understood that a minority report is being pre­ 
pared plfikding for separate places ot worship. 
The German Cstholic societies In this city, ric _ 
ing over forty thousand members, are greatly in­ 
terested ID the matter and are In favor of separate

ilaces of worship. Both tbe chaplains on ward’s 
stand are Germans—the Protestant chaplain.

Tl0 SAW was busy at Washington Market yeater- 
d aj.f Carpenters were early at work <»rrylng out 
Colonel De Voe’B plan of relorm npon the outer end 
of the wholesale butcher stands along the west 
eiMr iarly, however, m that locality is rather an 
ladstette aerm. What is early for workers in 
wqoq is late with venders of meat. Like printers 
on Riornlng newspapers, the wholesale bntcbers 
Wofk nearly all night, and make their daily sales 
before moat of the oommnnlty open their eyea 
MMta for the next morning’s trade begin to arrive 
ok the thirty obnoxlons stands along tbe east side 
of West street soon after nightfall; and from dark 
tm two o’clock m the morning, at this season, the 
stalls are fllllng up with their stock. There were nsn- 
ally from twenty to forty carcasses for each stand, 
for aach day,^accorditig to tbe trade demands and 
tbe business connections of each standholder. This 
meat is brongut in large trncks ITom tbe slaughter 
houses of the several dealers In the upper part ol 
the city or across the Hudaon, having» been killed 
and dressed in the afternoon, from three o’clock 
ttU dark. ^rj)m two to threo o’clock commences 
die active sales of the morning, to tbe batchers 
having 
rotau 
shops 
In 
aU 
parts q£ tbe 
city, 
in 
Brooklyn, 
Btaten 
Island, 
Jersey' 
City, Hoboken and other snbarbao localities 
By seven o’clock the balk of the trade Is over, and 
tbe strong iron hooka on wbloh tbe “sides” and 
“quarters” ore bung ITom tbe wooden beams of 
the stalls begin to look bare, for the retail butcher 
must have lUs meat in his store in time to cut 
steaks for the eaily breakfasts of his customers 
By nine o’clock many of tbe standholders bave 
cleared their stalU and are gone home to rest and 
count their gains. Ten o’clock finds only a few 
acattermg fore or bind qnarters on the books 
wblch tbe owners are glad to dispoae of ai a re­ 
daction of Dom tweuiy-nvo to forty per cent off 
the prices which ruled at six o’clock, and If no 
bnycr appears these lata-hanging pieces are liable 
to condemnation by the sanitary officials, making a 
deficit in tbe cash of the nnlocky dealer. 
SAWS HAMMERS AMD JACKSCBSWS, 
So When the carpenters came, bright and early, 
after a hot breakfast on meat purchased four henrs 
earlier from these same stands they found the day 
of the marketmen aoont closed and the stands 
nearly empty and ready lor their oporatlens 
First of these was to saw off tbe roof directly over 
tbe curbstone, aU tbe way from Fulton street to 
Vesey street. 
This waa done In order to raise up 
the whole length of tbe straotnre some lour feet, 
tbat by cutting elx feet la height from the 
rear there wlU be aflbrded a ten loorhlgh passage 
in the street under the offices and storerooms 
heretofore used in connection with the standa 
Five feet in width by ten feet In height will thns be 
added 
to 
tbe 
roadway, 
making 
accession 
to the 
traffic convenience 
street, which Is now freqnently so blocked that 
cars 
aiHl 
trucks 
are 
delayed 
by 
tbe 
half hour at a time. While tbe knights of the saw 
were divorcing tbe stands from the market roof 
thclr brethren, with hammers, let daylight and 
air upon tbe scene by demolishing tbe siding form­ 
ing the outer wall of tne stands. Arter this large 
portions of the flooring were taken up and props 
placed under tbe sawed-off rafters ancl beams, with 
strong screws, preparatory to the intended up­ 
ward movement all along the market line. 
LOOXINO FOR WET. 
Taking out the floor planks exposed the gutter 
and the substratum of pavement, and hundreds ot 
interested citisens searched ^hereon and therein 
for the sources of present stench and threatened 
disease. To tell tbe truth, the search was not re­ 
munerative. The gutter was dry and as clean as 
the average of Broadway, and the pavement 
beyond tbe gutter had only a thin covering 
of dry dust, which had settled through tbe wide 
cracks between the planks. It was nut as clean 
as a lady would wish her parlor, neither was it by 
any means as foal as tbe drain of a block of tene­ 
ment houses- Unlike tbe stalls where vegetables, 
oysters or fruits are sold, these wholesale butcher 
Stalls make no refuse, and. of course, their drip- 
plugs are but slight. 
During the whole day a 
smclUng committee were lookinff for the supposod 
nosegay, and failed to be so shocked as was antici­ 
pated. 8tUl all must have been convinced tbat the 
construction and use of these West street stands 
has been a very serious nuisance to the occupants 
01 the market proper and those frequentmg It. by 
excluding air and light, both of which are deflcleut 
all through the low, sprawling and unsightly strnc- 


Durlng the morning a depuw 
of Health look a surVey of the busy scene, where 
the work of demolition, andi reconstruction was 
carried on by some fifty carpenters Mo official 
declarations were formally made on tne subject, 
but It was gleaned from remarks of the sanitary 
officers that noiUlng short of an entire clearing ol 
all ouUlde the market walU will satlsty the judg­ 
ment of this important Department, which rtpre- 
sents the interests and should faithfully guard tbe 
health of a million of people. Like -the Board of 
Health of 1871, which compUmented the Superin­ 
tendent of Markets on hU efforts to produce and 
enforce cleanUnese, the present Board probably 
beUeves tbat in inch a structure ae Washington 
Market abeolnte neatness Is impoMlble, and they 
are convlnoed their duty reqnires the abeeinte re­ 
moval of all excreaitanoes whlcb add to Its objec- 
Uonable character, 
side tmiBBTA 
A sample of tbe reform proposed for the aide 
streeis was shown in Veeey street. At tbe rear 
the waU was cm off three feet above the pavement 
and joists laid npon posts of that height run to the 
sidewalk two feet, within tbe cnrbetone. These 
joists will support the floor, leaving tbe gutter 
nearly under tbe middle of the stands, fnily ex- 
posed to view from the street and accessible for 
oleaning. Tbe plan of dispensing with posts rest­ 
ing on the pavement was not found feasible, owing 
to the weakness of tbe market walls and roof. 
BXPECTINO AN ATTACK. 
Though these changes were m active 
nodar the direction of Colonel 
Hnpenntendent or Markets, and 
man, Clerk or Waahlngton Market, 
_ 
captain Kettle- 
rket, the talk of the 
intcresied gronp of marketmen who watched the 
work indicated a conviction tbat In the end tbe job 
wUI be finished by the Board of Health sweeping 
the whole onUlde stand system Into a heap of rub­ 
bish and a matter of history. 
It was pro­ 
posed to establUh, by affidavits of health and 
longevliy 
attested 
by marketmen, tbat the 
business, with all its vile odors and unpleasant 
sights, even In the detective condition ot the oid 
rookery, le healthier than the average ol occupa­ 
tions. Men were.poiuted out, active and spry, who 
weigh over two hundred, and have 
worked 
in Washington Market irom flf y-oeven tears down 
to twenty. Their opinion u that slaughier houses 
and markets where freeh meats are sold are less 
liable to become the seats of epidemics than most 
other placea ol bnslnese or resort, and they point 
as clinchers for their argnmeuts to the hale and 
heavy old butchers who fed our lathers and pro­ 
pose to leed onr grandchildren.

TIE JEB8ET BASK BOBBERY. 


Detective Doyle’s Verilon of the AffWr-Mrt. 
Devereux Again—Clois of the Testimony 
on Both Sides-BriUiant Addrea by 
Distriet 
Attomeg OarretsoM. 


Tbe second trial of MoWllilams and Doyle, ex- 
police officials ol Jersey, for conspiracy with 
burglars to rob the First National Bank of Jersey 
City, was conttQued yesterday In the Hudson 
county Court of Oyer and Terminer. The con­ 
course of spectators waa materially dtmiolahed, 
owing partially to the fact tbat no thieves were 
annonnced to testlQr, and partially to the convic­ 
tion which is taking hold of the public mind In 
reference to the case. The accused detective, 
John Doylo, was called, and be depoeed:—I never 
saw 
any 
of 
the 
burglars 
untU 
after 
tbelr arrest; 
never met Denning at night 
to tell him tbat the coast was clear;Ieonld not, 
because from the 1st of May I was alcK with small­ 
pox, and only went on dnty two days before the 
arreel; on the night of the arrest I waa in the 
station hoqse at nine o’clock; then I went to 
Cooper Hall, thence to a ealoon and thence 
home: did not see Sandford that day; 1 freqnently 
went into Nafew’s saloon; sent the despatch to 
John Ahem by order of the Chief; who waa then 
being tried Ibr oJmpUcltR with the Noye’a bond 
robbers; never spoke to any poison about gettUig 
a new examination for tbe bniglars. 
THE LETTBB I TBANSMlTrBD TO DBNNIMO 
(this Is the ictfer containing the Initials “J. D.,” 
which connsel for tbe Htate aver to have been writ­ 
ten by Doyle) was that which I received from Mrs. 
Deverenx for him when 1 visited her at 2Ú West 
Porty-thlrd street; I went there by order of the 
Chief to seek information In regard to Cnmmlngs, 
the missing burgtar; I asked If Mrs. Deverenx 
was in; 
the servant said yes, that she waa 
taking a bath, 
and would be down soon; 
Mrs. Devereux soon came and ushered me Into a 
bedroom; 1 told her tbat the Chief had sent me to 
get that Information; she said she woe expecting 
a letter momentarily; she then asked me If Chief 
McWilliams was not connected with the bank rob­

Thb CmBB JcsTicKsuir.—Neither Senator 
Gonkling nor any other member of the last 
CJongresB whose terra of office holds over is 
eligible to the vacant Chief Justiceship of the 
United States Supreme Court The constitu­ 
tion prohibits Senators and Beprescntatives 
fri>m being appointed to any civil office under 
the authority of the United States which shall 
have been created “or the essoluments 
whereof shall have been increased’’ during the 
time for which they may have been elected. 
The emoluments of the office of Chief Justice 
were increased during the last session of Con­ 
gress, and Senator Conkling’8 term holds over; 
so he and all other Congressmen similarly sit­ 
uated may be ‘*oonnted out” in the race for 
the Chief Justiceship.

cause the success of the Suez canal is not so 
much the work of M. de Lesseps as of the ex­ 
traordinary Prinoe who now reigns over the 
Nile. 
Without the Khedive the canal 
would never have been completed, at 
least not 
in onr time. 
With his 
aid there are 
a thousand engineers 
who would have done as well as M. de Les­ 
seps. In fact, this gentleman admits as much 
to our correspondent when he says that there 
were no difficulties in the work but those of a 
politioal nature, and that these came mainly 
ftom the opposition of Lord Palmerston. H. 
de Lesseps bnilt this eanal as the agent of the 
Khedive. - He now proposes to build a rail­ 
way from Bnssia to British India as the agent 
of Bnssia. His views are those of a clever, 
plausible engineer, and while we see in them, 
now and then, a complacency which men of 
his class are apt to feel when they compare 
themselves with Alexander and Napoleon, this 
does not blind us to his merit nor lead us in 
any way to detract ftrom his name. M. de 
Lesseps is a snocessful engineer—no more nor 
less. His views on Eastern questions are like 
the views of engineers generally when they 
enter the fields of spe<mlative politics. He 
tells 08 how much better he was informed than 
Lord Palmerston; how he labored to dispel 
that rough-minded and persistent statesman’s 
belief in the Napoleonic I^end that India was 
the road to victory over England; how he 
built the canal to make England and Russia 
friendly, and how his Central Asiatic Railway 
will have the same result It is the fashion 
with men like M. de Lesseps, Mr. Cyrus W. 
Field and others of that rank to feel that they 
are beneficent missionaries, whose labors are 
for the peace and comfort oí the world. 
We have generally found them anxious to 
make money, and to make it caring little for 
political philosophy. We take it that M. de 
Leeseps is more concerned about his divi­ 
dends in the “Great Central Asiatic” than 
about the “extinction of rivalries” between 
England and Rnssia. 
Of course there is no reason why this road 
should not be bnilt The only question is. 
Has the time come? Russia needs a rmlway 
commnnication with her Asiatic dominions. 
Wo never began to hold our Indians in check 
until we ran a railway through the country of 
the Plains. Brigham Young was virtually an 
Independent power until his capital was 
brought within four or five days of Chicago. 
We have heard nothing whatever of an inde­ 
pendent republic on the Pacific since we 
welded New York and San Francisco in bonds 
of railway matrimony. General Grant was 
right the other day when he said to some 
Guatemala patriots who craved our flag that 
the extension of American territory would 
grow with the development of onr railway 
system. If the railway has thus bound our 
Union together in stronger ties—a Union With 
homogeneous, ocean-bordered territory—how 
much more necessary does it become to the 
great Empires of Russia and England, men­ 
aced by one another, and by nations which, it 
would seem, have only to know their strength 
to bo free! 
These Empires have held 
the East by moral force. India is sub­ 
missive to English prestige. Break that 
prestige, teach the Indians what science and 
skill have done for the puniest men—what 
power lies in a Minie rifle and a torpedo—and 
the next rebellion will be more dangerous than 
that of Nana Sahib. England rules India by 
terror, and so splendid is the Empire, so rich 
in itself and the soarce of so much wealth to 
the nation, so gratifying to the pride and am­ 
bition of the English character, that we can 
well understand how Englishmen would 
strain ths resources of their Empire to hold 
the loved India. But the day is passing when 
it can be held by the moral force of terror. 
The light that falls upon the world does not 
darken Asia. The Hindoo is learning bis 
power. The Chinaman will not again allow 
a French and English division to march nnop- 
posed to his capital and bum the palace of the 
Emperor, whose name was “Perfect Bliss.” 
We can well see it as an ominous token when 
we know that Chinese armies are armed with 
Krupp batteries and that Chinese sailors 
mau iron-clad ships of war. The Shah of 
Persia, no donbt, saw more in England than 
the dowers in the Crystal Palace. Ho saw his 
weakness compared with England—with any 
European State. Bat he saw also how weak­ 
ness c an ^ made strength—how a small, dis­ 
tant State nAy arm itself against any foe—how 
iron-clad ships have never been made that will 
resist the torpedo. There is no lesson more 
ursent in nnr nlvilisation than this—that aa 


we progress in the arts and sciences and in 
natural prosperity and development, the weak­ 
est people may become as dangerous as the 
strongest 
Therefore it is wise to note the sudden 
awakening of these Asiatic nations, who num­ 
ber in their narrow dominions such a large 
proportion of the human raoe. We do not 
share the apprehension which evidently has 
life in the vivid imagination of M. de Lesseps, 
that a new Genghis Khan or TandBrlane may 
arise in the East and march his Tartar hordes 
into the valley of the Danube ; that heathen 
armies may again menace Vienna and Chris­ 
tendom sigh for another Sobieski Such an 
idea is almost too fanoiftd even for the iinagina- 
tion of a French philosopher. But it is very 
certain that an army of Tartars or Hindoos, 
armed with Minie rifles, would be more dan­ 
gerous than the Hindoos who were defeated at 
Plassey or the Chinamen who defended their 
coasts with wooden guns and calico forts 
painted like stone. And a people so armed, 
and seeking, as they do, every appliance and 
agency of civilization, demand a new school 
of statesmanship from that fonnded upon the 
bmtal lessons of Lord Olive and Warren 
Hastings. China and India have necessary 
and nsefol functions in onr civilization. 
There is scarcely a duty or an office 
in our daily life which does not, in 
some way, pay tribute to Asia. Our 
food, our clothing, our medicine, the essen­ 
tial wants of art and science, come 
from Asia. We have never drawn close to 
Asia without learning lessons that our more 
resolute and practical civilization dares not 
despise. We have nothing to drink better tb*" 
Chinese tea; we have no decorations that 
will snrpass the poreelain and metals of the 
East; no raímenle as useful and attractive Os 
the rich cloths of Cashmere and Hindostán. 
As, therefore, this old, unique, quaint and 
wonderful civilization of the East, which has 
stamped itself upon our religion, our litera­ 
ture and onr language, which beautified and 
illuminated the world when America was an 
unknown land, and Europe only known to 
savages who drauk each other’s blood in honor 
of strange gods—as this civilization is neces­ 
sary to the complete enjoyment of our own, we 
feel that there is no wisdom higher than that 
which brings us together, and that any means 
of communication that will make New York 
and Calontta, London and Pekin, more inti­ 
mate and neighborly, wiU be a.blessing to 
mankind. 
M. de Lesseps considers his railway as it 
may affect the rivalries of England and Rns­ 
sia in the East We presume our modern 
polities for one or two generations will be 
conoemed with this rivalry. To onr mind it 
seems that there is room enough in Asia for 
Russia and England. The two nations have 
done many noble things in the interest of 
civilization in Asia. We think, however, that 
the work of Russia has been of more advantage 
to civilization, because it has not been as 
selfish and cruel as many of*the things done 
by England in the reach for empire. It will 
be a long time before India wiU pardon or the 
world cease to remember the cruelties of Clive 
and Hastings. Recalling these deeds, and 
remembering what we, who are also of 
English blood, have done with onr own 
Indians, we may well ask whether, with our 
valor and genius for conquest, we have the 
higher qualities for the consolidation of an em­ 
pire and secoring justice to all classes?—the 
qualities which we have seen in the Russians 
and the French. It is a blessing to feel, how­ 
ever, that, with our tendencies to conquefttand 
to do severe things to the conquered, we 
are passing from the age of artillery to the age 
of locomotives. The civilization that goes 
behind the locomotive is less noisy and pre­ 
tentions than that which follows the cannon; 
but it will be more efficient in the development 
of inSustry, the establishment of peace and 
friendship. With the Asiatic railway of M. de 
Lesseps, the Soudan railway of the Khedive 
and the Euphrates Valley railway of England, 
not to speak of our own Pacific railways built 
and building, we are surely in the locomotive 
age. Whatever political result may come from 
this Central Asian scheme in the way of peace 
or war between Russia and England, good 
must come in the end. As a prodigious step 
in modem progress we wish it well and safely 
done.

In another place in these columns this 
morning will be found a cable despatch, 
special to the Hebald, giving a full and 
graphic account of a visit made yesterday by 
the Emperor Francis Joseph to the American 
Department of the Exhibition. The Ameri­ 
can Department, of course, means the depart­ 
ment aUooated to the United States. It 
must be grstifying to all our readers to know 
that ths American Department has at last been 
got into something like respectable order. It 
was the desire of the people of the United 
States that they should, at the Vienna World’s 
Fair, be foirly represented. For a time it did 
seem as if all onr best efforts were to be de­ 
feated by bad and bungling management 
The bunglers have been supplanted, and 
the defects of their predecessors have 
been all but atoned for by the men who are 
now in charge. The Emperor was much in­ 
terested, as will be seen by what he said. In 
each successive section as he moved along he 
tonnd some fresh cause for admiration and 
wonderment Over the sewing machines he 
lingered, and, as he examined the wonderful 
work which they performed, he had many 
qoestions to ask Minister Jay. Our model 
schools also commanded his attention, 
and the Kaiser was curious abont the 
mode of management, the number of 
scholars and the result. 
A map of 
Hell Gate, 
giving a view 
of the 
excavations particularly interested him, and 
Count Bellegarde, one of the Emperor’s at­ 
tendants, was enthusiastic in bis admiration 
of what he called Amcriean enterpriss. A 
map of ths Northern Pacific also oommandJd 
the Emperor’s attention, and he was enabled 
to see at a glance the daring oharscter of 
American enterprise. 
Here is s peo­ 
ple who know no difficulties. Distsnoe

That the health Buthorities need a sharp 
spur, constantly applied, is an incontroverti­ 
ble axiom in this dty. They are prone to 
meet very often and talk a great deal without 
attaining any results worth speaking o l 
Their proceedings often remind one of the 
traditional Boll against the oomei By the 
persistent efforts of the Hbbald they have 
been lately awakened from their Rip Van 
Winkle slumbers and have actually gone to 
work. Coquetting with pestilential nuisances 
and passing innumerable resolutions (harm­ 
less, however) seem to have been, heretofore, 
the sole occupation of our sanitary magnates. 
But no one, even gifted with the longest 
stretch of memory, can call to mind a Som­ 
mer before the present one when the 
Board of Health buckled on their dis- 
infecting armor and, lance in rest, sal­ 
lied oat against the monsters of filth who 
have been so long doii^ their utmost to create 
a pestilence in our fair dty. They have 
passed resolutions and snhmitted them to their 
legal adviser. This worthy gentleman has 
mildly remonstrated with the counsel of the 
filth breeders, and Summer after Smmmer has 
passed without any abatement of the nuisances 
which ofbnd the qostrils of all weU-behaved 
citizens. In feet, the proceedings of the Board 
of Health have been marvellously like the 
conferences between the Modoc murderers and 
the United States authorities, which ended in 
a tragedy. But the sanitary guardians have 
at last bestirred themselves, and have aotnally 
laid violent hands upon those time-honored 
nurseries of disease, the downtown markets 
and the uptown homes of the bone boilers 
and fet meltors. 
A gang of men worked with a will yesterday 
to let in a little light and clear one of the 
streets fronting Washington Market 
But 
what will be the result of their labors ? In a 
sanitary point of view, nothing. The side­ 
walks will be more crowded with obstructions 
than ever, and the market itself as froitful of 
disease. The very posts in this rotten old 
structure must be pulled down and the.gut- 
ters and sewers regulated before the Board of 
Health can claim any credit for improvement 
in this direction. The same will apply to Pul­ 
ton Market, although not in as broad a sense. 
Both markets, as they stand at present, are a 
disgrace to the metropolis. The cry of reform 
is delusive as long as they are permitted to in­ 
fect the air. 
The bone boilers, fearing, lest the health 
authorities might carry their oft-expressed 
threats into execution, folded their filth 
sile&tly on Monday night and stole away. 
.But they 4id not rid the commnnity entirely 
of their nuisances. In the middle of the Hud­ 
son River is moored a boat which contains 
the accumulated abominations of these parties. 
An^ unfortunate inspector, especially detailed 
by the Board of Health, watches over the 
floating cargo of carrion. The odors of this 
cargo are equally distributed between New 
York and New Jersey, and while the boat is 
at its present anchorage picnic parties and 
steamboat excursions up Jhe Hudson will be 
ala discount We fail to see in this respect 
any practical work of reform on the part of 
the Board of Health. The Hudson River is as 
much a thoroughfare os Broadway, and we de­ 
mand the speedy removal of this death-breed­ 
ing cargo anchored opposite our city. 
The returns of the sanitary inspectors from 
the various wards show little improvement in 
the condition of the streets. The downtown 
districts are still reeking with garbage and 
ashes weeks old, and the Inspector of the 
Eighth ward cannot point to a single street 
which has been recently cleaned. On the 
east side in many places the street pavements 
are in such a state of dilapidation that it is al­ 
most impossible for the police brooms to rid 
them of their stagnant pools and heaps of 
garbage. In one instance there is an area of 
fifteen blocks which has not been touched by 
the broom, where children roll in the festering 
heaps and car passengers hold their noses in 
vain. In those localities where stables abound 
the evil is worse. With such a foul condition 
of affairs before us we decline indulging in 
any complimentary remarks regarding the 
Board of Health. Those sanitary guardians 
have a great deal of real work to do before 
they can earn the confidence of an oft outraged 
unity.

France, like Spain, seems to be moving 
backward. The overthrow of M. Thiers was 
a bad omen for the Republic. Still, there 
were compenssting circumstances which for­ 
bade despair. The late debate which re­ 
sulted from ths attack made by Jules Favre on 
the home policy of the government brought 
out a sentiment which few were prepared for. 
It may have been that the dethroned Minister 
was a little too bitter in his attack. He asked 
the Assembly to explain why the insulters of 
the Assembly were so mercilessly punished 
while the insulters of M. Thiers were al­ 
lowed to go on with impunity. He also ex­ 
pressed his indignation at the unholy alli­ 
ance of the Bonapartists and the monarchists. 
The vote which followed was most significant 
Four hundred against two hundred and 
seventy sustained the government The 
majority was so 
great that 
many, 
both in and out of France, feel greatly puz­ 
zled. What does the Assembly mean? Why 
is France so passive? Has the Republic 
proved a failure ? Has the visit of the Shah 
made the Parisians sigh for the imperial 
rfgivM r What is to be the next grand move 
it is difficult to say ; but it is no longer doubt­ 
ful that the Republic has small chance at the 
hands of the men now in power. Soptember 
onght bring about a crisis, and it remsins to 
be seen whether France will continue pa­ 
tiently to submit to the imperious policy of a 
Long Parliameift. It would not surprise ns to

'The threat of the Spanish 'common-' 
der, Don Onsar De Bazan, to detain the Vir- 
ginius at all hazards, his insolent letters 
and his offensive training of guns on 
the steamer, were, in our opinion, properly 
met by the action of Oommander Reid. 
Nothing ooold be more diplomatieally oonr- 
teoua, or. considering everything, kind, than 
Commander Reed’s oommunioations; and 
nothing, we think, could be more oalonlatod 
to arouse feelings of resentment than Don 
OsBssr’s epistles.

Our latest news from Spain reveals a sitna- 
tion which borders more closely on chaos than 
anything which we have known in modem 
times. The Cartagena affair is as bad as was 
at first supposed. From a Carlist source we 
leam the jwrtioulars of the affair which led to 
the revolt on the part of the naval squadron. 
The insurgents, after having made themselves 
masters of the city, took possession of a strong 
fort which completely oommanded the harbor. 
Over the fortifications at the south of the har­ 
bor they hoisted the red flag and sommoned 
the squadron in the harbor to surrender. The 
crews of the different ships being in sympathy 
with the insorgents, the vessels surrendered 
without opposition. The most extraordinary 
part of the affair is that the squadron is now 
commanded by Posas, who some time ago was 
at the head of the naval insurrection at Per. 
rol—an insnrrection which Serrano promptly 
omshed. The demoralized condition of the 
army in Spain is revealed by the feet that the 
Iberian regiment sent to pat down the insnr- 
reotion at Cartagena mutinied and joined 
the insurgents in a body. From Vittoria a 
report comes to the effect that some seven 
thousand government troops are completely 
demoralized. The government decree declar­ 
ing the crews of the insurgent squadron 
pirates has been sustained by the Cortes by a 
powerful majority. Such is the news from 
Spain tor the day. The situation is painftil 
and full of sorrow. Don Carlos is strong 
enongh to make proposals for the exchange of 
prisoners. A few days more must determine 
whether Don Carlos or the Prinoe of the 
Asturias’or the Republic is to win.

Ha 
expired in the seventy-sixth year of his agé, hav­ 
ing been born in BerUn, on the l8th of March, ITSSL 
He was educated in the University of the Pmssinn 
capital and received his degree of doctor of phUo» 
ophy In the year 1821. Be stndled chemistry, 
chiefly in regard to its application to mineralogy, 
and after a time Jonrneyed to Stockholm. Hera 
he entered the laboratory of BerzoUos and por- 
sned bis Investigations with zeal and aasldnlty. 
Returning to Berlin, he was appointed Oonservatot 
of the OoiTeotlon of Minerals to the University and 
oommlssloned Assistant Prolessor of Mineralogy. 
Humboldt was attracted by hia attainments. 
When the eminent savant was employed by the 
Emperor of Rnssia to explore Northern Asia, to 
the year 182», be oboae Roee, together with Bhreo- 
berg, to accompany him. lile part which Rose 
took to the expedition Is described to bis book 
entitled “JoornM to the UraL Altai and the 
Caspian Sea.”

tendent Royce at once hastened to the nearest 
staUon and telegraphed In all directions, an- 
glnes and a posse of men were sent out irom 
Council Bluffs, on the Borllngtou and other roads, 
to intercept tbe robbers. In a soutberly direction. 
Their dress and volees indicated 
TUBT waas RIOULAB BU8HWBACXBBS. 
They evidently Intended to got the usual valu­ 
able expresa matter by this route on Mondays, 
but which went thrOogh on an extra train on Sun­ 
day night. 
The robbers during the day stole a 
spike bar and hammer from the handcar house at 
tbe station. They drew the splkea from one end of 
tbe rail and secreted themselves several rods 
away, and aa the engine approached palled the 
rail out of place. 
The promptness of the engineer In recovering 
his engine and tbe use of the sir brakes saved tbe 
passengers from barm, aa not one passenger was 
injured. A track was at once laid around the 
wrecked cars and the train resumed its trip, ar­ 
riving hero at 7:80 this morning, bringing the dead 
body of the engineer, who resided here and who 
leaves a wife and three children.

Yesterday afternoon a rep o rter of the Herald 
called at the offices of the com pany, and, entering 
the directors’ room, found Mr. Receiver Chauoccy 
In a group df directors and o th er gentlem en, en­ 
gaged In general conversation. 
Perceiving th e 
reporter, Mr. Cbaunocy a t onee lelt his brother 
d irectors, and, taking a seat a t a corner of the 
room , invited the rep o rter to Join him. 
Contrary 
to the usual custom when an Interview Is Impend­ 
ing, Mr. Chauncey opened the Interview by address­ 
ing tue reporter, and said 
•‘Now, i w ant to Interview yon, for the reporters 
an d the new spapers evidently know m ore th an I 
do about this affair, and I tum k it Ukely you can 
give me some luform auun.” 
‘•i have not the slightest objections to be Inter­

“Several of the new spapsrs seem to object to my 
being appointed receiver, and intim ate th at i and 
some ol my lellow directors are In ‘a rin g ,’ and 
th at, in short, we are ail p retty m uch In the sam e 
boat as Mr. Mills.

SIR -1 have the honor to acknowledge the re­ 
ceipt of your com m unication of the 7tn tnst., in 
which yon snbm lt for my official opinion the fol­ 
low ing question:—Carl Vogt, a Prussian citizen, 
charged w ith the commission of the crim es of m ur­ 
der, arson and robbery, com m itted in Brussels, in 
the Kingdom of Belspum, is a fnglilve in the 
United States. 
Can the Germ an 
governm ent 
n nder the provisions of the Treaty for Extradition 
for Orlminals, conclnded betw een the United SUUa 
and Prussia and other States, June 10,1K72, rlght- 
fuliy dem and tbe snrrender by this governm ent of 
the mgltlve Vogt, in order tb at he m ay be tried 
and punished In Prussia for the offence which he Is 
charged to have com m itted in Belglumr 
Those parts of the pream ble and treaty appUca- 
hie to this question are as lollowa;— 
Preom hle.-W hereas It Is found expedient, for 
the better adm inistration of Justice aud the prose­ 
cution of crime w ithin the lerrltorles and Jurisdic­ 
tion of the p arts respectively, th at persons com­ 
m itting certain heinous crim es, being fngliivca 
from justice, should, nnder certain circnm stunccs, 
be reciprocally delivered n p ; and also to enum e­ 
ra te such crim es explicitly. 
Aud w hereas tbe laws and constttntlon of Pm s- 
sla and other German States parties to this con­ 
vention forbid them to snrrender th eir own olti- 
zoiis to a foreign jurisdiction, the governm ent of 
the United States, with a view of m aking tbe ceu- 
vcntlon strictly reciprocal, shall be held equqlly 
free from obligation to surren d er citizens of the 
United States.
